Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the " with inside portion of ends of 
the first and second rollers (37, 38) being spaced apart from inside surfaces of the first and 
second flanges (35, 36/' recited in claims 1 and 1 8, " annular depression (92) provided on the. . . 
each of the first and second flanges (35, 36)" recited in claim 2, "a through hole (34a)" recited in 
claim 3, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a 
drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement 
sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
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and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: "first and second rollers being spaced apart from inside surfaces of the 
first and second flanges', an annular depression (91, 92) provided on the inside surface of each 
of the first and second flanges (35, 36 )" recited in claims 1, 2 and 18. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1, 2 and 18 are objected to, in that their subject matter needs to be incorporated 
into the specification and the drawings. Specifically, claims 1, 2 and 18 recite the limitation 'first 
and second rollers being spaced apart from inside surfaces of the first and second flanges (35, 
36); an annular depression (91, 92) provided on the inside surface of each of the first and 
second flanges (35, 36 )". Claims 3-17 and 19 are objected to by virtue of their dependence on 
claims 1 and 18.
